stop him by grabbing him. He yelled 
to them that he was trying to help 
and that his niece had recently had 
a baby and he wanted to calm her. 
Dixson said that police officers were 
“manhandling” herand tried to hand- 
cuff her, When he saw all of this, he 
said he grabbed the officer holding 
his niece and told him to let her go, 
explaining about the baby. Dixson 
said the officer responded by knee- 
ing him in the groin area, leading 
him to defend himself. According 
to Dixson, what followed after that 
entailed a gang of seven officers 
grabbing him, throwing him down 
to the floor, kicking at him, forcing 
a nightstick to his neck, handcuff- 
ing one wrist while hitting him in 
the head and ultimately in the fore- 
head repeatedly with a walkie talkie 
until he was lying faced down in a 
pool of blood. Dixson said that all 
through the beating, officers cursed 
him, saying such things as “‘we got 
you —,” and “‘T’ll break your — 
—neck.’” 

Dixson said that his abuse did 
not end. He said that after being 
arrested and taken to police head- 
quarters, with the Miranda rights 
never being issued, he was taken to 
Muhlenberg Regional Medical Cen- 
ter, taken back to jail where he was 
left bleeding in a cell for a hour and 
a half before he was taken back to 
the hospital for treatment at around 
10 a.m. the next day. Dixson said 
upon his arrest, he never saw any 
paperwork, wasneverread hisrights, 
and was never told he was being 
arrested. 


He said he has filed a complaint 
and criminal charges against the 
officers involved with the Union 
County Prosecutor’s Office, stating 


that a little bit of communication 
could have alleviated a lot of the 
subsequent trouble. 

“There were at least 35 people 
standing around and they (police) 
could have asked what was going 
on,” he said. 

According to police reports, two 
officers had been sent to the resi- 
dence responding to a call from 
relatives regarding Muhammed’s 
seizure. Police reported that they 
saw Muhammed as violent and de- 
cided he needed to be restrained 
with handcuffs. When other family 
members arrived they said they did 
notwant the officers to use restraints 
which prompted the officers to call 
for assistance. 

Plainfield police refused to 
comment on the incident saying 
that it is being investigated by the 
Union County Prosecutor's Office 
as well as Plainfield's own Detec- 
tive Bureau. Officers also con- 
firmed that a "parallel investiga- 
tion" is taking place with Plain- 
field's internal affairs department. 

Dixson said that another issue 
he’s bringing to the Prosecutor is 
the call in from the rescue squad to 
police headquarters. Dixson and 
other witnesses report that the call 
in, signifying his homeas the site of 
a drug raid, is an essential factor in 
the actions of the officers. He said 
he is going to get recordings of the 
transmissions as proof. 

Dixson also said that he knows 
people in the Plainfield administra- 
tion are not crazy about him or his 
work regarding the liquor license, 
as several times he heard officers 
identify his residence as the “house 
of the troublemaker from the Coun- 
cil meetings.”
